The University of Maryland nursing cap is among the oldest in the world. It was 
designed by Florence Nightingale for those nurses who graduated from St. Thomas’ 
Nursing School in England. One of those graduates, Louisa Parsons, opened the 
University of Maryland School of Nursing and Ms. Nightingale sent her the pattern 
for the cap and asked her to give one to each future graduate of the school. 

The original cap was made of one row of point d'esprit lace which was gathered 
together and fluted. There was a skirt of lace at the nape of the neck and the cap 
was tied under the chin like a bonnet. The cap we receive has been modernized. 
The chin ties are gone and several rows of fluted lace have been added. Also each 
cap now has the nurse's initials embossed on the crown. 

Until recently each nurse had to wash, starch and flute her own cap. This was a 
very tedious chore and took hours. The cap first had to be boiled until all the old 
starch was out. When it was dry, it was restarched. The fluting was done with a two 
pronged fork called a fluting iron. This iron was heated pioneer style over an 
alcohol burner until it was the right temperature, and then used to shape the flutes 
one at a time. The fingertip test was used to help regulate temperature. If the iron 
was too hot, the starch burned, your cap was scorched and you started over again. 
Maybe this is why nurses are supposed to have patience. Oh yes, the caps are not 
done until each flute is strung together, a job each of us must still perform for 


ourselves at our cap stringing ceremony. 


The University of Maryland pin was designed by Tiffany's of New York for the 
class of 1894, and chosen as the pin of the Alumnae Association when it was 
chartered in 1903. Each alumnus was eligible to purchase the pin - for less than 
$5.00. The pin consists of a St. George's cross in the colors of the University of 
Maryland - black, gold, and maroon. St. George is the patron saint of England. His 
cross was used in recognition of our English heritage. In the center of the cross is the 
Greek medical caduceus - a serpent, the symbol of wisdom presiding over 
decoctions of medicine. 

In 1970 the pin was presented to the school of Nursing by the Alumnae Association 
and is now the official ensignia of our school.
